The 1991 National Block and Bridle Convention is finally here! Convention headquarters 
is located at the Holiday Inn, 1-65 South, 3317 Fern Valley Road, Louisville, Ky. 40213 (502- 
964-3311). Room rates are $65.00/night for a double room and reservations should have 
been made directly with the hotel by phone prior to 10/25 for the nights of 11/14, 11/15 

and 11/16 . 

The outline below is a general description of the Convention events in which you may have 
decided to participate. 

Thursday. November 14 

A. REGISTRATION: Arrive at Holiday Inn. After checking into your room, have 
someone from your club check in at the Convention table to pick up your club 
Convention packet. The Convention table will be located in the Donerail Room . 
Members of the University of Kentucky Block and Bridle Club will be at the 
Convention table from 4:00 to 11:30 p.m. Your Convention packet will contain 
nametags (which must be worn for all events for which you have chosen to 
participate) , Kentucky "goodies", Convention information, passes to the Kentucky 
Fair and Exposition Center (pin that must be worn or shown each time you enter the 
Exposition Center), tickets for each event in which you chosen to participate and 
your official Convention sweatshirt, if you chose to order one through the University 
of Kentucky Block and Bridle Club. If you did not order one, UK B&B are selling 
a limited supply. These will be on sale where you register. 

Friday. November 15 

A. CENTRAL KENTUCKY TOUR: Buses will be loading at 6:45. NO ONE WILL BE 
ADMITTED ON BUS WITHOUT THEIR CENTRAL KENTUCKY TOUR 

TICKET . Donuts and juice will be provided. The buses will leave promptly at 7:30 
and return to Louisville by 5 p.m. If you paid to go on the tour, it is essential that 
you ride on the Convention chartered buses since the horse farms will accommodate 
only a limited number of tour vehicles at one time.

(official program and "money" is provided) at the betting windows for your 
favorite. Afterwards, specific items will be auctioned so that you may spend 
your "earnings", if any! 
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3. Thoroughbred Farm --after the "video harness racing", one group will visit Pin 
Oak Farm and one group will visit Prestonwood Farm. 

B. DINNER CRUISE: Buses will leave from the Holiday Inn at 6:00 p.m. to travel to 
the Ohio River for a 3 hour dinner cruise on the Star of Louisville cruise ship. NO 
ONE WILL BE ADMITTED ON BUS WITHOUT THEIR BUS TICKET . The
